The first 4 lines repeat os the stondord pottem for verses. Sing along the 
lyrics to determine how momy times you play those 4 lines. After thot comes the 
refrain: "And then you bring me home..." These lines flow almost seemlessly from 
the end of the 4 lines from the verse. Below the refroin lines I fhrew in some piano 
licks for the right hand that are heard in the studio recorded version.
